To  the  Class  of  1945 


In  September,  1941,  the  future  class  of  'll  was  welcomed  by  an  AWS  tea. 
I  y  option  firesides,  and  the  usual  Frosli  initiation  .  .  .  Soon  it  was  time  for  Homecoming 
with  the  bonfire,  signs,  and  aunts.  Margie  White  of  Wapato  was  queen.  The  1941 
Homecoming  game  was  opened  with  the  dedication  of  Tomlinson  Field.  In  the  dosing 
minutes  of  the  final  quarter.  CWC  lost  a  hard-fought  game  to  Cheney,  7-0.  However, 
the  Wildcats  were  the  highest  scoring  basketball  team  in  the  Winco  league  and  in  the 
entire  history  of  the  school’s  parnpiiaiion  in  basketball  .  .  .  "Family  Portrait”  by  the 
Drama  department  and  Elijah”  by  the  Music  department  were  presentations  that  will 
long  be  remembered  .  .  There  were  the  Snow  Ball.  Hard  Tunes  Party,  and  the  Colonial 
Hall  with  Barbara  Williams  (Carson)  as  queen  .  .  The  year  was  ended  by  the  fresh 

men  giving  a  picnic  in  honor  of  the  seniors. 

Thc  freshmen  had  just  been  initialed  in  the  fall  of  19-12  when  school  was  dis¬ 
missed  for  a  week  so  the  students  could  assist  in  harvesting  apples  in  various  regions  of 
the  state.  A  fitting  Culminating  event  was  the  Apple  Knockets  Ball"  .  .  Our  ’42 
Wildcats,  under  Phil’Sarboe's  coaching,  won  CWCs  first  Winco  football  crown,  while 
Coach  Nicholson’s  Cats  placed  second  in  the  Winco  haskethall  league.  Wiseman,  Spit- 
hill,  Harney,  (iarmody,  Hubbard,  and  Lynn  arc  only  a  few  names  to  receive  mention  lor 
their  outstanding  athletic  achievements  ,  Evelyn  Conant  reigned  as  Homecoming 
Queen  and  Verna  Lindell  was  crowned  queen  of  the  Colonial  Ball  Shirley  Dickson  be¬ 
came  First  Woman  of  the  campus  by  being  appointed  SGA  President  Everyone  was 
made  aware  of  SGA  and  the  Honor  Council  and  all  that  former  SGA  Proxy,  Roy  Wahle 
had  meant  them  to  he  .  Kamola  girls  picked  up  their  suitcases  and  mosed  to  Munson  so  as  to  make  room  for  the  four 
hundred  AAF  aviation  students  in  Kamola  Hall 


During  1944-44  khaki  uniforms  were  prevalent  at  all  of  the  many  social  functions— Saturday  night  dances,  Batn 
Dance.  Cupid  s  Informal,  Colonial  Ball  and  the  Snowball.  The  cadets  proved  to  be  very  talented  in  presenting  Variety 
Shows  and  Flight  Dances  .  AWS.  assisted  by  the  Home  Economics  cluh,  presented  a  style  show  in  which  seventy  col¬ 
lege  girls  modeled  clothes  suitable  for  college  ...  The  many  lovely  teas  and  mixers  for  the  girls  were  carried  on  in  tradi¬ 
tional  manner  under  AWS  president.  Frances  Acers  Taylor  and  her  council  .  ,  Our  college  faculty  presented  the  play 

Spring  Again"  with  Miss  Michaelsen  and  Mr.  Howell  playing  the  leading  roles 


Nineteen  forty-four  and  forty  five  was  strictly  a  war-time  school  year  for  CWC  co-eds.  The  Army  training  pro- 
gram  was  dissolved  and  the  girls  once  more  reigned  in  Kamola  Hall  .  .  Homecoming  was  carried  out  in  its  traditional 

mantlet  with  Dorothy  Johnston  as  queen  and  the  Freshman  class  winning  the  Stunt  Night  competition  ...  Rapid  Robert” 
Lynn  broke  more  records  on  the  track  and  Barbara  Howard 


became  tile  second  woman  to  be  president  of  SGA  ...  A 
Cultural  Hour  with  various  faculty  membets  speaking  was  sub- 
ititutcd  for  the  Wednesday  niglsl  dances  .  .  .  Roller  skating, 
splash  and  dancing  parties,  picnics  and  Tuesday  night  movies 
were  enjoyed  by  students  and  faculty.  The  girls  even  dial 
lenged  the  faculty  in  softball  and  volleyball  .  Then  Gradua 
tion — with  teaching  careers  ahead  of  many,  while  others  chose 
matrunomal  and  various  professional  careers.
